But when 
the Excelsior offers to assist the deva- 
stated satellite—and its crucial power 
Station—Sulu’s overture is strangely 
rejected by the aliens’ high command. 

Back on earth, his former comrades 
from the starship Enterprise are enjoy- 
ing retirement when top-priority orders 
forcibly reassemble the crewmates— 
except for Spock, whose status is Cur- 
iously classified. Starfleet has learned 
that a deadly threat linked to Praxi 
cataclysm (perhaps a revolutionary 
ret weapon or Cloaking device) g 
the Federation. As is soon disc 
the culprits are the Klingons. 

Written and directed by Nicholas 
(Star Trek Il: The Wrath of Khan) Meye 
from astory premise by Nimoy, the fil 
with ILM fx, also enlists cinematog- 
rapher Hiro (The Rocketeer) Narita, art 
director Nilo (Star Wars) Rodis-Jamero 
and production designer Herman (Star 
Trek V) Zimmerman, who notes, “The 
Saga’s eternal appeal is its optimistic 
view of the future.” Executive con- 
sultant and series creator Gene 
Roddenberry will help insure that 
optimism remains in focus.
